A pretty modern home valued at 
$13,600, located at No, 1302 Malktman 
avenue and occupied by Mra. Nellie 
J. Elfiott, mother of Mrs. Jewell’s late 
husband, is involved in the suit. Mra. 
Jewell charges that her h nd pre- 
sented the home to his mother with- 
out her (Mra. Jewell's) consent and 
upon the ground that it was com- 
munity property she asks for half of 
its value. 

What happened during the last 
vear and a half of Carl A. Jewell’s
